Commissioner Hoop<>r this morning issued 
a warrant for the arrtwt of OIHi er (Jeorge 
Honeyinan, watchman of the Metrop<jlitan 
bank. The cliargo wajf resisting an officer. 
He was held in f 1,0()U, but was allowed to go 
on his own rucognizaiK'e. 

'i'he condition of the Metropolitan bank is 
wii<i U> have Ijeen bad for ovar a year. The 
direct cause of it« failure is due to the specu- 
lation in real estate and other schemes. 
When the real estate fever broke out alK>ut 
a yea^ ago, a syndicAta, it is claimed, was- 1 
formed among the directors of the Metro , 
politan National bank. Those said to have ' 
been in it wHre PreMiduut William Means, I 
Vice l*re«ident John R De Camp, I)ire<!tor8 
George K. Duckworth, Oerke and Kil Roth, 
and they went into the real estate boom just 
as it wan at its height. Over »4«,(JU0 was 
used in purchasing Coney Island stock, Pind- 
lay gas laud, Toledo natural gas stock, j 
Roane Mountain, Tenn., iron and coal land, | 
and stock in the Athena, Ua., Improvement | 
company was purohaaad. Moat of the land 
•ad atoQk waa bought on tima, notes bainf 



flvoB. Wtien the bona anded aad tbaaa 
matorad it la chargwl that tba taaak% 
was used to pay them. 

This, ttiaallaged. was accompli.shed hy one 
director loaning the bank's money to the 
otber on notea These amounted to over 
|«00,(XW. National bank examiners went 
through the bank numerous times, and 
•Iw^ns reported it solvent. When the 
Fidaltty bank failed it was discovered that 
there was something wrong with the Metro- 
politan. It seems that on March 17, Bank 
Ezjuniner Powell arrived in this city for the 
purpose of examining the Fidelity National 
bank. It was at the time Hariivr and Hop- 
kins were in tha wheat deal. When Powell 
hagan his anamination, the reserve fund, 
which One law raqu i ra s to be '.25 per cent of 
the deposits, was away lielow that amount. 

To dujie the examiner, Harper borrowed 
1150.000 fiom the Metruoolitan bank. This 
was enough to balance the rewrve fund, and 
Examiner Powell reported that the Fidelity 
was solvent. This money was returned to 
the Metropolitan tha next day. Tliis peculiar 
transaction was not known, however, when 
the Fidelity failed. Kxamlnar Powell ap- 
pointed John R. De Camp, Tica president of 
the Metropolitan, tamporary racaivar ot tba 
Fidelity. The FidilHj CaOaraaMiMdarun 
on all the lianks. 

Vice President De Camp knew that his own 
bank, the Metro|iolitan, was hard pushed. 
To aave bis institution it ia charged that he 
took all the bills recaivable of the Fidelity 
bank and collected from the New York 
banks 1175,000. This amount he turned over 
to the Metropolitan to meet ihe demands 
tor money from the depositors. When Ra- 
oeivar Armstrong took cbarga of tha Fidal- 
lty*i affairs he danwuidad tha OMmay, and the 
MatropoUtan paid ant ms,000 to thv re- 
eairar, which in tnni waa aant to Oomp- 
trollar of tha Curranoy Trenholm. During 
Mm trial ttia pacnliar traaaaoMoa of trana- 
larring tha f uada of tba MatropoUtaa to the 
lUaU^r came out. Tbia oaaaad OonptroUer 
Tkaabohn to look upca tba Matn^ioUtan 
with maMpMaa. He awamlnad old at ata ments

that there waa anmathlng wrong.

Then came tba raalgnation of the vice pres- 
ident John R De Camp, which was demanded 
by the examiner. This caused the run on th« 
bank Monday. 

Mr. De Camp's arrest convinced the direc- 
tors that further aSortB tO aoatklB tba bank 
would prove futila.

THE JAPANESE AMMA. 

THE ARTIST WHO KNEADS AND 
Runs THE MUSCLES. 



Orleulal M <HK»Ke aa I'rncticcil Aiiiuiig

Aa I am sitting In my room there oomee 
to my ears the aonnd of a ahrtU pipe, 
sounding not unlike a fUa. The traveler 
in Japan, go where he may, almost invarl' 
ablv hears the aonnd at night, and will be 
told in anawer to hla inquiries that the 
parformanoa ia a profeaalonal ahampooer 
or amma. Many of these people are blind, 
and at night pasaap and down theatreeta, 
feeling their way with . long aticka, which 
they bold in odh hand, while with tha 
other hand they play upon the bamboo 
pipe, which aeema to notify the world of 
their preaence. 

The amma is not a ahampooer iu the 
A merloan smse of the term. He doea not 
('(juflne his operationa to the head and 
hair. Ha practlcea what la known by the 
French na the massage. Ilia art consists 
in kneniling nil the muscles of tbe body 
and bringing them into piny, and he ia re- 
garded tut a useful functionary, second only 
in importance to the phyaician as a healer 
of pbyHicial disorders. The art is prac- 
tfced not oidy by men, but also by women, 
nnd lit uliiMiHt every inn where 1 have 
stopped among the flrst persons to proffer 
their services have been the ainmaa. Only 
once have I yifldi>d lo their invitations to 
allow my Ixxly to be treated like a piece 
of dough, and thut was at Subusblrt, im- 
mediately after my descent from Fuji. 
Tired and acliing from the severe exer- 
tion of climbing tbe mountain the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Knipping that it might be 
well to allow an amma to sbaniiioo us 
was acceded to, more from curiusiiy as to 
the possible results than from any faith 
in the efficacy of the treatment. 

The particular amma who came to onr 
room and shampooed na waa an ungainly 
and awfoUv uglv woman of middle age, 
whoae blackened teeth when ahe amlled 
looked like a row of watermelon seeds set 
In her face. During tbe process I had an 
opportunity to qoeatton her fully aa to the 
business, and learned from her quite a 
numbed interaating facts. .<^he informed 
us that before commencing the practice of 
her art ahe haa been oUiged to serve an 
apprentieeehip of three years, during 
which time ahe read a large number of 
Japaneae hooka teaching of the human 
body, and especially tha muscles, and had 
become learned in anatomy and pUysi- 
olngy. She haj) practiced tlie maasage for 
ten years already, and hod by means of it 
gained her livelihood. She stated that 
she waa able in one evening, from 8 to 10, 
to treat four persona, who paid her a fee 
of fifteen aen apiece. Her daily eamlnga 
were, however, not more than thirty aen 
on an average, or about twenty-four cents 
of American currency. 

In tbe operation of shami'ooing, as 
practiced by the amma, the patient Ilea 
ui>on a futon or rug, while the amma 
kneels tieside him. The flrst act in the 
drama deals with the abdominal cavity. 
Placing OIK* hand on either side of the 
iiiilomen, alxive the hips, the aninia com- 
presses I be lx)dy laterally n num)>er of 
limes, then drawing up the loose folds of 
III sli, he kneuds and {linrhes them, at the 
~ line time making passes which corre- 
- poiid in their direction with that of the 

I lion. This portion of the treatment 
iMiiled, each leg is attiu keil ami vigorously 
i iibliedand kneaded, thu pmcess terniln- 
iiing by a smart baaUnadi adminlatered 

II the aolea of the feet. 

Ill rubbing and kneading the muscles 
iiHo is made of a round ball of boxwoixl, 
though. the nmnia to whose treatment I 
submitted employed only hty Angers and 
knncktes. The arms and chest are treated 
as tlie legs, and tben tbe patient ia turned 
over face downward, and the shoulders 
and luiclc are punched and kneaded until 
the breiitb almost forsakes tbe Ixxly. The 
entire |>erformanoa ends with a vlgorotia 
rubbing of the neck, which, in my case, 
>eemed to threaten the dislocation of the 
cervical vertehrffl. The amount of 
sireiii;th in fingers and wrists displa)ed 
by I he amma is quite remarkable. Our 
aiiinia shampooed four persons in succes- 
sion the evening we engaged her, consum- 
iiiu four hours iu the lask, during which 
)iM was working with all hur might al- 
most constantly, only stopiiing to wipe off 
i!io perspiration which flowed from her 
lace. 

The result of the %^perlment, ao far as 
1 pi-rsonaliy was concerned, was, 1 think, 
Muh as to warrant tlie repetition of the 
i:\.'atment under like circninstanccs. I 
awoke on the morrow feelini; f;ir li'.ss tired 
and sore than I had reason to believe niy 
mountain climbing ^vonld have left nie. 

'I'lie iiriof the amma appears likely to 
live for a long time ii; .lii|i ui, as il is in 
some rcspectii founded upon lal^ial priii- 
cipIoK. This is not, however, the case 
with the medical practitioner of the old 
Chinese school, whose practice is.^witily \ 
and surely ilwiiidling awny ns the iih i hm j 
of western medical llieory ami [n actice are 
Itecoming more and more reci ionized. The 
old style of practitioner, wiih his nos- 
trums and enchantments, his mixtures of
